Sec. 2. (a) The Illinois Department of Children and Family 

Services shall, upon receiving reports made under this Act, 
protect thee healthjr/safety, and best Interests of the child in 
all situations in which the child is vulnerable to child abuse 
or neglect, offer protective services in order to prevent any 
further harm to the child and to other children in the same 
environment or family, stabilize the home environment, and 
preserve family life whenever possible. Recognizing that 
children also can be abused and neglected while living in 
public or private residential agencies or institutions meant 
to serve them, while attending day care centers, schools, or 
religious activities, or when in contact with adults who are 
responsible for the welfare of r the child at that time, this 
Act also provides for the reporting and investigation of child 
abuse and neglect in such instances. In performing any of 
these duties, the Department may utilize such protective 
services of voluntary agencies as are available. 


Said responsible Adult Person who is taking care of a minor (defenseless person) is responsible for the care 
provided to that child due to the adult, moral capability and responsibility. 

If a person harasses, threatens, abuses that said adult who is providing care for a minor, or is interfering in 
any way with reasonable care provided to that minor child, is said to have committed an act of child abuse or neglect 

When a said child's care is removed or stalled from them due to their caretaker being harassed or abused by 
another adult, moral, responsible adult, that said adult who interrupted care to child is then responsible for their 
actions, and for the neglect or abuse that was caused to child by them interfering with or stopping their care by 
intentionally harassing or abusing their caretaker. 

If a parent has to go out of their way to clean up a mess of a law suit due to harassment or abuse, the said 
person who caused that abuse or harassment should be charged for disturbing the peace o the child, and neglect for 
taking the care takers ability or focus off of providing care to child, which could otherwise be provided to them, if the 
caretaker was not being harassed. This would serve the child's best interests. 

No child deserves to be deprived of their reasonable care because another moral, responsible adult wants to 
degrade, harass or abuse another adult, who is responsible for the care of a minor child. 

It is the adults responsibility to provide care to a child and when another adult interferes with this care, it is 
their responsibility to control themselves and not interrupt the care provided to child, if they act against the child's 
right, it is considered an offense. 








DCFS or Police when labels reports as harassment: 

Why is it considered harassment? Because it interferes with them otherwise performing business or duties 
which are said to provide care and protection to minor children? 

The same goes to parents when they experience government abuse, or abuse from DCFS or police. 

If they are not acting within their duty, actin against it or in deliberate attempt to slander, defame a 
caretaker, bias or malice, then that is harassment as it is unnecessary, not in line with the normal course of business 
and interfering with the care needed to be provided to the child. 

Police too, Why harassment? Same thing, like wise when they harass a parent or don't perform their duties 
which only create more problems or unnecessary law suits for said parent, which takes away from their time they 
could otherwise be providing care to child, when they can act accordingly to their duty. 

Any supervisor or chief of police who commands underlings to perform such acts against children, or which 
causes problems to such, are guilty of criminal child endangerment.
